One 
strong Water Lily bulb to the tub is sufficient. Lilies are heavy feeders. Plant food can be added to the soil of 
the tub at planting time and later. You will also find it convenient to set shallow water plants in tubs. Sev- 
eral may be set in the same tub. The tubs should be so arranged that the soil will be at a suitable depth for the 
particular kinds of plants set. :
